Andrews, Triniaad — if only 
because he never in fact set

Apart from recently altering 
the toe of one short hole—which, 
contrhry to what usually 
happens when club committees 
usurp the suncllons of the golf 
architect, is a great Improve-

It | posscases, however, one 
really splendid hazard which I 
om sure that neither Colt, nor 
for that matter any other golf 
architect, ever visualised.

Mr Gittins said the burden of 
proof of Insanity was on the

Referring to Fung’s history, 
Mr Gifting said that since 1053, 
he hnd left several jobs for no 
apparent reason and had had 
minor outburst of vlotence.

Mr Gittins mnintalned that 
the Defence had discharged 
thelr burden of proof of In- 
sanity, and that the only proper 
verdict for the Jury to return 
ws guilty but insane.

Quoting fiom o law authority, 
Crown Counse] said that to 
sustain a defence of insanity, it 
must be proved that the accused

defect of reason resulting from 
a disease of the mind as not to 
Isnow the naturo and quality of 
the act he was doing, or If he 
did iknow, that he did not know 
what he was doing was wrong”. 


On Guard 


Mr Blnir-Kerr urged the Jury 
to be on thelr guard. He suid 
it was all very well to say, 
“Oh, the man threw his child 
over the verandah-rhe must 
have been crazy.” 

He stressed that it was solely 
for the Jury, and not for the 
medical men, to arrive ot (a 
decision after having heard 
thelr evidence and having been 
properly directed by the Judge.
